REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
04/12/04 has been entered. 

The 450432 document cited on the IDS 01/29/04 has not been considered 
because it is not a prior art and it fails to comply with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(3) because it 
does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently understood by 
the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most knowledgeable about the content of 
the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. It has been 
placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not been 
considered. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests a projection display system 
having a polarization compensator with specific structure recited in e) in combination 
with the feature "the polarization compensator is located substantially coincident with 
where the angular distribution of the light is directly related to its physical location with 
the projection display system". Also, none of the prior art of record discloses or 
suggests a method having the combination of the steps recited in steps c) and d) in 
combination with the feature "the polarization compensator is located substantially
